With Japan's key industrial cities 
of Tokyo, Yokohama, Nagoya, Kobe 
and Osaka all but knocked out of 
war output, heavy U. S, bombers 
next trained their sights on the en- 
emy’s secondary production cen- 
ters, 

Purpose of the newest raids was 
to further paralyze the Japs’ indus- 
trial machinery by pulverizing cities 
like Kagoshima, Omuta, Hamatsu 
and Yokkaichi, which embrace 
scores of smaller but vita] factories 
and thousands of heme shops. 

While the B-29s launched their 
Jatest aerial offensive, army and ma- 
rine forces cleaned up the remnants 
of opposition on Okinawa, 325 miles 
from Tokyo. 

Elation over the triumph, howev- 
er, was sobered by the death of 10th 
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Lt, Gen. Simon Bol- 
ivar Buckner Jr., 
who died after be- 
ing struck by a 
shell fragment at 
the front on the eve 
of victory. Fifty- 
eight years old, 
General Buckner 
Jed the U. S. ground 
forces on Okinawa 
after having spent 
many months plan- 
ning the campaign in 1944, 

As the Yanks rolled the enemy 
into the sea on the southern end of 
Okinawa after having smashed 
through the cdve-studded Shuri line 
in earlier fighting, Admiral Nimitz 
estimated 80,459 Jap troops had been 
killed in 77 days of fighting, with 
only 1,680 taken prisoners. During 
that. time, U. S. ground losses to- 
taled 5,332 killed and 21,343 wounded.

“The army will break the 
strike, You cari't beat the Unit- 
ed States ariny.”

As the organization took final 
shape, major responsibility for 
maintaining the stability of the post- 
war world lay in the hands of the 
security council, bulwarked by the 
Big Five — the U, S., Britain, Rus- 
sia, France and China—with author- 
ity vested in them to apply politi- 
cal or economic pressure to re- 
move threats or call up the inter- 
national peace force to curb hostili- 
ties. 

Though thie United Nations’ or- 
ganization also provides for 4 
general assembly ii) which all 
meniber countries would be rep- 
resented, work of this body 
would be restricted to discus- 
sion, resolution or recommend- 
ation. In the words of Sen, 
Arthur Vandenberg, it would be 
the “own Hall of the World’ 
tind would serve to influence 
public opinion: 

Although the final disposition of 
boundaries must await the peace 
conferences, the organization docs 
provide for international trustee: 
ships of conquered territory or sub- 
ject people, with the U. S. being 
allowed to keep all Pacific islands 
important to defetise. Under the fi- 
nal charter, so dalled “dejiend- 
ent’ or “subject” people wotld be 
afforded opportunity to achieve sclf- 
rule or independence. 

To be tinder a gereral United 
Nations’ military staff, the first

CORN: 


Conserve Supplies 

With farmers holding back large 
stocks of corn and the feed situation 
acute in many sections of the coun- 
try, the War Food administration 
sought to channel incoming supplies 
of the grain to feed mixers and proc- 
essers by prohibiting its use for in- 
dustrial and beverage alcohol and 
export. 

At the same time, officials expect- 
ed that farmers would increase mar- 
ketings now that corn could not be 
held back for higher prices following 
OPA refusal to boost ceilings. Even 
with the improvement in the flow 
of corn to feed mixers, however, 
considerable amounts of substitute 
materials might have to be used to 
meet the heightened demand from 
chicken producing areas. The May 
Hatch report showed the number of 
chicks was up 30 per cent from last 
year and 33 per cent over the 1939- 
‘43 average. 


In the face of the tight corn situa- 
tion, there has been a big export de- 
mand for the grain for both pur- 
chase and Jend-lease. Because many 
of the nations bidding for corn nor- 
mally buy it in Argentina, this coun- 
try felt further justified in clamping 
down on shipments, WFA said.

Reconversion has begun and it 
looks as if one prediction, made 
back ‘when. conversion had been ac- 
complished with many an. ache 
and groan, would come true, Then 
the experts predicted that reconver- 
sion would be easier than conversion. 

Eighty per cent of the factories, 
we are now told by officials of the 
department of commerce, will not 
have to do‘a major reconversion job. 
This is largely because many indus- 
tries now furnishing supplies to the 
military will continue to manufac- 
ture the same supplies for civilians— 
clothing, food, printing, electrical 
appliances—you can think of a whole 
lot of others yourself. It will be no 
great problem for the makers of 
such products to shift from one mar- 
ket to another—from Uncle Sam to 
John Q, Consumer. 

Some industries whose present 
final product differs considerably 
from the civilian goods they make 
won’t have such major difficulties 
either, It will please the ladies to 
learn that even the folks who have 
been making parachutes will have 
little or no trouble changing back 
to stockings. The nylon people sim- 
ply have to change spools. 

There are a number of other pre- 
dictions concerning the future of 
businesses, big and little, and one 
of them is that 40 per cent of the 
industries, although they won't do 
the business they are doing today 
with Uncle Sam as a customer, will 
have a bigger demand to meet than 
they had in the boom year of 1929, 
And this. condition will continue, say 
the prophets of profits, for two or 
three years on the impetus of the 


erts, Washington found out about 
Sherrill and gave him the challenge 
of making a compass for use in mo- 
torized equipment of various kinds, 
Sherrill went to work and produced 
his models. The Carnegie Institute, 
the army engineers and the war 
college looked them over and put 
their okeh on them.

Well, our American business inge- 
nuity and our native mechanical in- 
ventive genius, they tell us, are go- 
ing to step into the picture again. 
Then there will be the natural evo- 
lution which will eliminate the be- 
low-average business man and es- 
tablish a strvival of the fittest. 
Yankee Ingenuity 
To ihe Fore 

What started me off on this topic 
was a typical example of how this 
inventive genius, stimulated by war 
demands, has laid the foundation 
for turning what started as a little 
tiva-room factory into a big, small- 
town business. The man with the 
inveritive genius is a frequent Wash- 
ington visitor these days. His name 
is Burl EB. Sherrill, The name of 
the town is Peru, Ind., population 
13,000, Sherrill is a modest Hoosier 
genius in his forties who managed 
to make a living trom tinkering and 
Selling the patents on the gadgets 
he iiverited, Then one day he made 
something he liked so well he didn't 
want to part with the idéa behind it, 
so he decided to manufacture it him- 
self. It was a poptlar-priced miag- 
neti compass for usé in steel- 
bodied atitomobiles and trucks. 

Sherrijl rented thrée officés right 
on the public sqiiare of Peru, turned 
them into his factory and started 
out. Soon hé began to exparid, ptish- 
ing lawyers, doctors, real estate meri 
out of the way. But I am getting 
ahead of my story. 

Sherrill was a born inventor, al- 
thoiigh he didn’t realize it and start- 
ed off to study law, After two years 
at the University of Chicago he 
fourid that his hunger for the law 
was appéased, his hiinger for three 
meals a day was Hot. He went to 
work managing a littlé neighborhood 
shoe store in Chicago. This gave 
him 4 charicé fo tinker in the Kitch- 
en-laboratory in his flat. Theri he 
fot a éhaYice at a job back ini In- 
dianarepaiting radios in Pert. 
This gave him lois ‘of opportiinity to 
tinkér ard he patentéd inventions 
and sold them, which bolstered his 
incétrié cotisiderably: Firiany he 
evolvéd ihe compass which te 
wouldi't part with. He was able to 
hie a small staff of workers=then 
Gamé the war and fo more civilian 
atitos. eed he 

But there were lots of military ve- 
hicles avid after our blind tanks had 
lost themselves in the Afticah des-

to run plants of their own. Sherrill 
appears to be an exception, When: 
he got his first army order, he was 
asked when he could deliver how 
many compasses. He named the fig- 
ure and the day and what is more 
he lived up to his promise, which 
was more than many manufacturers 
with less foresight and more unfore- 
secti hurdles have been able to do. 


There are other inventors and oth- 
er business men who, like Sherrill, 
have received from war demands 
the stimulation which will push them 
ahead and carry thém through the 
breakers of reconversion. Sherrill 
himself has ho technical education. 
He calls himself a graduate from a 
junkpile. But he can talk with the 
scientists and the experts and, what 
is more, he makes the pictures he 
draws on his drawing board, some- 
times in the small hours in pajamas 
and slippers, worls, ' 

He has the typical American in- 
genuity shared by thousands of oth- 
érs who helped win the war for us 
and who will keep us from losing the 
peace,

Recently a listener wrote in with 
a stiggestion that a fitting mémorial 
for the late President Roosevelt 
coild be provided in a manner which 
wotild aid the bond drive.

and also reducirig thé amount of in- 
flationary pocket-iioney. ; 

It stttiek me as sith a good idea 
that I sent it alorig to: Ted Gamblé 
who is in charge of such matters in 
contection with the Seventh War 
loan. Next to making stiggestions 
for séiling bonds 1 stipposé one of 
the bést things one can do is buy 
ihenmi. Of cotirse if everybody fol+ 
lowéd that hotsé-sensé plan aiid 
bought, simply for thé security of 
their own future, the treasury 
wouldn’t riéed any stiggestions.

It must be admitted at the start 
that Tunney did a fair job on his 
own, He was still the vital factor.- 
He did most of the work, and most 
of the thinking. But he still needed 
some outside help, for Gene was a 
raw product on the way up. In his 
first match against Harry Greb, 
Tunney took the worst beating of 
his career, But from that fight on 
Commander Tunney ‘kept moving 
up, 

‘The two men who helped me 
most,” Tunney told me a few weeks 
ago, “were Jim Corbett and William 
Muldoon. It was Mr; Muldoon who 
gave me carly encouragement when 
I needed it badly. He was also the 
one who gave me sound advice con 
physical conditioning and training. 


Master Boxer 


“What. boxers need today,” Tun- 
ney said, “is variety of attack, Jack 
Dempsey didn’t need this so much 
with his devastating left hook, He 
could knock your head off with this 
one punch. And don't forget that 
Jack was extremely fast. I had no 
such punch. So I needed variety, 
which Corbett gave me. At least 
Jim gave me the general idea. For 
Corbett had more variety than any- 
one I’ve ever known, 

“After talking and working with 
Corbett I went to work on several 
types of punchés, I 
mean by that the 
body uppercut, 
which few boxers 
had ever used, 
Most uppercuts are 
headed for the chin. 
There were several 
other punches I 
worked on, day 
after day. I might 
even say — year 
after year. I made
